Claims 1, 4 and 5 

Document 1 discloses features wherein a dry powder 
comprising 13.3% of a protein and 16.8% of lacturose is 
produced by means of spray drying, and said powder exhibits 
free-flowability without caking even after storage for two 
months. Document 1 does not disclose the content ratio of 
the chlorine that is contained in the powder; however, the 
aforementioned powder disclosed in document 1 can be said to 
be the same as the invention set forth in claim 4 in the 
light of the characteristic wherein the powders exhibit 
free-flowability even after storage for an extended period. 

Consequently, the inventions set forth in claims 1, 4 
and 5 lack novelty and do not involve an inventive step. 



Claims 2 and 3 

The process to change the ratio of protein and 
chlorine is not disclosed in document 1 or in any of the 
other documents that are cited in the international search 
report, and is not obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
